2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: detail description at 
page 7, lines 10-11 do not correspond to the figure 4 as the detailed description is not shown in 
the figure 4. 

Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Okamoto et al (US 
Patent no 5,726,950). 
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5. As per claim 1, Okamoto et al clearly teach 

generating first clock and first clock bar signals [Fig. 7, CLK1 is latching data into latch 
402, CLK1 through inverter Nl is latching data into latch 404]; 

generating second clock and second clock bar signals [Fig. 7, CLK2 is latching data into 
latch 408, CLK2 through inverter N5 is latching data into latch 406]; 

second clock and clock bar signals having 90° phase difference from the first clock and 
clock bar signals [col 7, lines 61-64; CLK1 and CLK2 are phase shifted by a quarter of the 
cycle]; and 

outputting a 4 bit data during one period of the main clock signal [col. 7, line 66 - col. 8, 
line 2; col. 12, lines 6-10]. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 2-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
